Frogress of the Exploring Party—The Passes
of the Rocky Mountains—Avnilability of the
Pronosed Route.

Messrs. Juy Cooke & Co.i—My last letter was
dated August #, on the Jocko river, We passod
over from Jocko rlver to the \'.ll]t"\‘ of Hellgate
river, aud along that to the town of Miszoula,
where we were most kindly roceived and enter-
tained by the gentlemen of (that place. 1 re-
member especlally Mr, McCormick, Mr. Worden,
Captain  Tigging, and Major Joln Owen (Lhe

ntter, however, resides nt Fort Owen, thirty
miles off, in the Bitter Root wvalley), Major
Graham, of “Deer Lodge™ Citynnd Major Owen |
accompanied ns for severn! days, and gave us
muel nseful  Information. A\t Deer Lodge
Clty, or ruther on our approach whon en
wiles oul, wo were It Ly all

the principal citizens; who escortad us 1o their
nlce lourlshing Hetle cley, the fnunelal and sup-
|'!.\'Inz_{ centre of o large mining distriet both of
vold and silver. Under the guldance of Mr.
Granville Stuart, Mr. Wordoen, and Major Blake
we made a vory satisfactory examination of the
“Deer Lodge valley and the “Deer Lodge"” [nss
of the main chain of the Rocky Mountains,
and thenve down Divide creek, ton miles to it
junction with “Wisdom” or Big Hole river.
This is the most remarkable divide T have ever
woeen, and, considering that it i o pass separicting
the waters of the Puelfie from those of the At-
lantie. its characteristles are truly wonderful.
Iu ttuth, instead of separating, It has aftorded
the means of uniting the two oceuns Ly o con
tinuons water commnnloation.

The miners this region of thi
Hocky Mountains have stolen the waters of Divid
croek (which rise in the eastern side of th
mountaln ) snd conveyed It by a diteh to tho
weatearn side, where they employ it in their zold
washings. I examined this in the ground care-
fully. The cut or diteh in the doepest part ol
the summit or divide 15 cut down to the depth of
eighteen feet, the whole length of, the excaya-
tion being u little over one-fourth of awmile, 1t
is through loam or clay; not o particle ol rock
is visible within two miles in any direction.

This may strike you us almost marvellous
and so, indecd, 1t is—thnt the grent backbone of
s continent, the grand chaln the Rocky
Mountains, should be down at this
particular pass as to permit the flowing of a
stream across from the eastern to the western
slope. And this is not the ouly striking feu-
ture: the approaches of this divide on both sides
are 60 gradual that we trotied to the top with
perfect ease In our two-horse wicon, containing
four persons and our baggage and sleeplng blun-
kets. The grade from “Deer Lodge” valley, pass-
Ing the summit, and thence down Divide creek
to the Wisdom (or Big Hole) river, need not
exceed fifty feet per mile, without either tunnel
or any deep eutting. Such is one of the passies
of the Rocky Mouutains that 1 have exaemined,
aud from copncurrent and reliable testimony
strengthened, by many personal abservition:
tending to contirm it, I am satistied that a snow
of two feet depth In either of the valleys, or ln
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the Divide, is of wvery rare cocurrence. The
Divide Is nothing more than a gentle
plain, covered with nuotritious bunch  grass,
and usually enttle feed on It all through
the winter, withont any housing, and
get fat. Indeed, the entire recion that we

Lhave veen passing through for weoeks is a vast
grazing couuntry, interspersed with excellent
arnble agrienltural loud, alrendy cultivated as
furms in o number of places. We encamped in
the valley of Divide ereck, within one mile of
Wisdom river. I found the riverat the point
where | suw it, and made an approximate esti-
mate of its sizo and volume, to be S50 feet wide,
with a flow of about 42,000 cubic feet per
minute, which is more than one-third of the low
water flow of the Ohio at Wheeling. This river
rises more than filty miles, and it sources now
constitute the great mining regloon—ihe Big
Hole gold region. Before leaving the Rocky
Mountains, we have yet to examine a pass be-
tween the waters of the Gallatin river and those
of the Yellow Stone river, which s sald to be
very favorable.

We returned throungh the “Deer Lodee” di-
vide, by the “Deer Lodge” valley, to the *Doeer
Lodge” City, and remained over Sunday. We
then passed down the valley to the little Black
Foot, and np that valley to *Mullun'’s" Pass, of
the main chnin of the Rocky Mountains. and
thence down u branch a short distance, and then
over to another branch of the *“Prickly Pear,” o
tributary of the Upper Missourl, and thence to
this city, where we arrived last evening. We
have been cordially met by many of the citizens
here, who of course feel n deep interest in the
carly coustruction of the Northern Pacific
Railroad. We have also met Colonel Do
Loey and Mr. W. W. Johnson, who spent o
pumber of yeurs making surveys for mlli-
tury wagon-ropds nnd railroads through (his
r-:g'inn (whose reports 1 had previousls
read), from whom we derived valuable informu-
tion. Major Blake, who hus beeu muany vears
in this country, accompanied us around from
Deer Lodge to thia elty. Of ¢ourse, it is natural
that we shonld fall in with the men now living
here who best understand the country,  We are
greatly indebted to Mr. Worden and Captaln
Higgins, of Missoula tandalsa Mr. MeUormick
who accowpnnied us not only to Deer Lodue
Clty, but also to Wisdom river, and we obtalned
mu.t-ll valtable information of Granville Stuard:
and Major Blake went with us from Deer Lodge
as well as from Major Grabhsmand Judge Danee
of Deer Lodge Clty, This Mullan Pass s of a
different shape from the Deer Lod ze Pass: (t s
not 80 eradual on the Paclile slope, aund Is
quite abrupt in its descent on the Atlantie
glope; but I will not in this letter attempt :l‘ll\'
discussion of rowtes, We bave yet to exaiaim
the Coadotte Pass,” designnted capecinlly by Mr.
Edwin F. Jolinson as one of the routes for the
main lpe. Then, after visiting Fort Benton
and the Bosemun Puss, already referred to, be-
tween the Gallatln and the Yellow Btone, we
will return lomeward.
